SCENE OF ANOTHER WRECK-ONE DEATH 


The intersection of high 
ways 167 and 125 (Metcalf 
Road and Elba- Brundidge Hi- 
ghways) was again the scene 
of a disasterous two car col- 
lision Monday shortly after 
mid-day 

Dead was E.C. Russell, age 
79, of Samson, who officers 
say was driving South from 
Brundidge when he collided 
with a car traveling north 
on 167, driven by James B 
Batchelor, age 52, of Enter 
prise All five other occupants 
of the two cars were hospit 
alized in serious and critical 
condition. The exception w: s 
six year old Todd Martin who 
managed to qualify for a “fair’ 
condition report. 

The other injured p?rties 
were identified as sara 
Batchelor, age 34, who was 
later transferred to University 
Medical Center in Birmingham 
by a MAST helicopter; Aurita 
Batchelor, age 5], who was 
listed in critical condition in 
an Enterprise hospital; and 
Ezekiel Ballard, age 86 listed 
in serious condition 

Two units of the Elba Res- 
cue Squad rushed the victims 
to an Enterprise Hospital. State 
Trooper Walter Burgess con- 
ducted the investigation. He 
was assisted by Trooper 
Ronnie Whitworth, Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department 
and the Elba and New Brockton 
The Ent- 
erprise Rescue Squad also 
assisted at the scene and 
removed Russell’s body from 
the scene. ’ 


Russell was pinned in his 
car and died from multiple 
wounds while rescuers att- 
empted to free him from the 
wreckage. Finally a cutting 
torch was used to cut the car 
open and remove Russell’s 
body. The Elba Fire Dep- 
artment had a unit standing 
by in case leaking gas 
caught fire during the rescue 
efforts 


Trooper Burgess _ stated 
that he saw no skid marks 
and apparently Batchelor didn’t 
see the Russell car pulling 
out in. front of him until he 
collided. Batchelor’s car ended 
up several yards up the high- 
way and the Russell car 
landed in the ditch across 
the highway 

Burgess was handicapped 
in identifying any of the vic- 
tims due to the seriousness 
of the injuries and the scat- 
tered personal belongings.

Galatians 5:25 says, “If we 
live by the spirit, let us also 
walk by the Spirit.” 1 believe 
it is possible for us as Chr- 
istians to live a victorious 
life.

Again in the 12th verse, “Let 
not sin therefore reign in your 
mortal body,” and in the 14th 
verse, “How shall we that are 
dead to sin live any longer 
therein?” The only normal 
life for the Christian is a 
victorious life. I John 3: 8

The Navy Public Works in the 


Philippine Islands has received

the Republic of China 

Similar transactions at Ru- 
cker in Fiscal Year 1975 (July 
1974-June 1975) resulted in a 
$413,000 return to the govern- 
ment. 

The second step in the dis- 
posal of property is a transfer 
to other Federal Agencies. Two 
of these are the Departments 
of Agriculture and of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources 
’ Only after screening by all 
such prospective users is mat- 
erial considered surplus to 
government needs. It is then 
made available for donation to 
eligible recipients. The pri-

PROPERTY DISPOSAL

“These sales are where our 
designation as ‘junkmen’ comes 
from,” Miller said, “because 
that is the only part of our 
work that most of the public

.nd they do a good job of 
Seuing, too. In FY 75, Ft. 


kkucker’s DPDO realized $155, 
000 on the sale of items that 
cost about $1.2 
new. That 12.5 per cent re- 
turned exceeds the DPDS nat-' 
ional goal of 5 per cent. 

Property to be sold may 
range from used computer 
cards that bring about $160 a 
ton to an aircraft fitting that 
came from the Navy contract- 
or at Napier Field, Ala., and 
is valued at $5,900 

Proceeds from certain sur- 
plus items are used to buy 
replacements, according to 
Ovie A. Wambles of Andalusia, 
the disposal supervisor and a 
veteran of 25 years in the 
business. Two of the chief mo- 
ney-makers in this category 
are vehicles and office mac- 
hines. For instance, $10,798 
was realized from 18 vehicles 
and $1,292 from 29 pieces of 
office equipment in recent 
sales 

An unusual fact about DPDO 
work is the treatment of lost 
or abandoned property found on 
the installation. Such items can 
be sold, but the money recei- 
ved has to be held five years 


for the owner to claim it. If 
unclaimed, it goes into the 
government's bill 

Miller, who has worked with 
property disposal at this post 
for 15 years, said the DPDO's 
belief in the old adage of 
“waste not, want not” is pro- 
ven by the fact that some use 
is found for almost everything 


For example, when wooden fur- 
niture becomes too impaired 
for further service, it is given 
to the fire department to burn 
in it’s firefighter training pro- 
gram and worn linens from 
post billets are baled and re- 
issued to the Army to serve as 
wiping rags 

Working with Miller and 
Wanbles in the money-saving 
mission of DPDO are Mrs. Lin- 
coln Gaborik of New Brockton, 
Mrs. James Tharpe of Dothan, 
Mrs. Earl Culpepper of Mid- 
land City, William J. Bright 
and Willie Faniel of Ozark, 
and Billie E. Godwin of Ent- 
erprise.

worst leaf- 
spot disease I have seen in 
Coffee County in five years 
The reason for this unprec- 
edented amount of leafspot is 
the unusual weather conditions 
we have had in May, June, and 
July, I have never seen as 
much rain in any three-month 
period. Later, we will check 
the records to see how this 
year compares with any pre- 


vious year in history. And 
the rains have picked up in 
Ausust. Usually, beginning ab- 
out the middle of August the 
rainfall curve starts downward. 
It would suit a lot of people 
fine if it would slow down 
earlier this year. 

We recommend 1 1/2 pints 
of Bravo per acre or 6 ounces 
of Du-Ter or 2 quarts of Ko- 
cide 404S applied on a; 10- 
14 day schedule. Secondary re- 
commendations are Benlate & 
Manzate & oil or copper 
sulfur dust. This week because 
of the excessive, almost daily 
rainfall, we are recommending 
that growers put on an appl- 
ication just as quickly as they 
can regardless of the previous 
schedule. Then apply the 
recommended amount again 
seven days later. Dr. Luther 
Farrar, our Extension path- 
Ologist at Auburn, has made 
this recommendation because 
of very unusual conditions. 

Every year is different. 
Farmer after farmer tells me 
that they have not seen a 
Single wilted peanut or single 
drought stricken corn plant this 
year. This is unprecedented!! 
I saw some partially drought 
stricken corn in the country 
for a few days. But this 
was an isolated case. 

White mold is increasing. 
I see evidence of this in field 
after field. Wet weather al- 
ways makes white mold worse. 
We don’t have a recommended 
treatment at this late date for 
white mold. Our standard re- 
commendation. in those fields 
infected with white mold is 
50 pounds of Terraclor at early 
blooming and 5% eddi*’snal po- 


We have the 


unds over tt ree to 
four weeks a. . first ap- 
plication. A lot of farmers 


are going to make notes on 
those fields severely infected 
and treat for white mole next 
year. 


I think one of the reasons 
that leafspot got away from us 
is that peanuts had plenty of 
rainfall right from the begin- 
ning; they came up growing 
rapidly and the humidity and 
temperatures and rainfall sit- 
uation was such that leafspot 
disease developed ‘soon after 
coming up. So hundreds of 
fields had leafspot disease 
several days before we started 
control measures. Most of our 
farmers who have been able to 
spray with ground equipment 
have had to go to aerial app- 
lications simply because the 
fields were much too wet to 
support tractors. The aerial 
applicators I have seen in op- 
eration seem to be trying to 
do a thorough job. However, 
literally hundreds of fields are 
being treated by air that have 
never been sprayed from the 
air before. Because of trees 
and power lines, it is 
difficult to do a first rate job. 
We are just trying to make the 
best of a very unusual problem 
that we have. 

A lot of peanuts were plan- 
ted late in Coffee County 
However, due to the adequate 
rainfall I believe they have 
caught up with other peanuts 
that were planted perhaps a 
little earlier. Coffee County 
growers will need to continue 
leafspot disease control pro- 
bably later this year than they 
did last year because the crop 
has not fully caught up yet 
I hape we will be able to get 
enough of the recommended 
fungicides so that control can 
be continued. I still feel like 
we can make a record crop 
if we can keep disease under 
control for the next 30 days 


BEEF DEMONSTRATIONS 


The Coffee County Exten- 
sion Service is interested in 
establishing two or three beef 
cattle stocker grazing demon- 
Strations this fall. We believe 
that opportunities exist for 
certain cattle producers to 
buy light-weight steers or 
heifers and graze them to 
heavier weights this fall, winter 
and next spring 

In fact, one farmer-cattle 
producer told me that he plans 
to buy 100 head of good quality, 
light-weight calves this fal] 
and graze them about six 
months and then feed out to

high, good or low choice late 


next spring or summer. A lot 
of people have done this Juc- 
cessfully for the past several 
years. Actually, I don’t see 
how a person could go wrong 
on this if he is able to grow 
good grazing. Of course, a 
person would not have to buy 
them. We have a lot of pro- 
ducers here in the county who 
are grazing their smaller 
calves on to heavier weights.

SOIL TESTING 

Soil testing is going to be 
more important this fall than 
probably i any previous year. 
The reason for this is that we 
will probably wind up December 
31 with at least an extra 10- 
20 inches of rainfall for 1975. 
A lot of leaching occurs in 
our soil and a lot of erosion. 
When soil leaches, the nut- 
trients go down and become 
unavailable. Erosion, of co- 
urse, washes the nutrients out 
of the field or to the lower 
side of the field. This com- 
bination of high rainfall, lea- 
ching, and erosion, is probably 
going to leave a lot of our 
fields in a state of low fer- 
tility. 

In addition to this, quite a 
few farmers did not apply as 
much fertilizer as they ord- 
inarily do. This will need 
to be replaced. . 

We still think the best way 
to fertilize is by soil tests. 
We are confident that we will 
have a record amount of soil 
testing this fall. It is the 
best tool we know of to main- 
tain soil fertility. 

4-H CLUB AWARDS 

We mailed this week a list 
of 4-H Club boys and girls 
in Coffee County who won aw- 
ards in club, county and dis- 
trict levels. Several hundred 
boys and girls were given aw- 
ards. In fact, it took 25 pages 
to list all of the winners of 
these awards. Four-H is grow- 
ing in Coffee County. It is 
improving, and it is serving 
more of our people. But plans 
are underway for an expanded 
program. We appreciate the 
cooperation of parents, school 
officials , volunteer leaders, 
business people and others who 
make this great 4-H program 
possible. 


QUALITY PROGRAM 


Over 600 peanut producers 
from Coffee County and the 
Wiregrass area attended the 
Peanut Harvesting, Drying and 
Disease Contro] Clinic in New 
Brockton Thursday. We did 
‘not have nearly enough park- 
ing even in the massive park- 
ing lot we have to take care 
of all the farmers who came. 
This is the biggest farm meet- 
ing ever held in Coffee County 
in my memory. 

Thanks to Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer and our 
county governing body, we have 
the finest agricultural facility 
in the state. We had plenty 
of room for everybody to be 
seated, and we only had to use 
half of the seating capacity 
at the coliseum. We were able 
to serve a barbecue dinner to 
everyone attending in only 25 
minutes. 

The farmers and Extension 
workers from other counties 
toured some of our offices, 
and they were impressed with 
the quality and spaciousness 
of the buildings. I hope we 
can continue to have out - 
standing area meetings here in 
Coffee County. 


AUBURN UNIVERSITY 

I have always been high on 
our educational institutions in 
the state atalllevels. As county 
agent, I am an employee in 
the Extension Division of Aub- 
urn University. 

The Extension program in 
Coffee County is financed by 
funds provided by the county 
governing body, by funds pro- 
vided by the state legislature 
through Auburn University and 
by federal funds. Because we 
are financed this way, we are 
known as the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. That is, weare 
financed cooperatively ---- 
county, state and national. 

We are charged with the 
responsibility of conducting de- 
monstrations and dissemi- 
nating information in agricul- 
ture, home economics and youth 
work. The other two divisions 
of the University are the in-~ 
structional on campus (which 
includes 17,000 students) and 
the research facilities located 
all over the state with the main 
Station at Auburn

FOLLOWING STREAMS 


Sue Harper 


After six months here, Sue 
Harper knows more about South 


Carolina geography than she , 


ever knew abou’ ser home state 
of Alabama. 

A lot of that knowledge 
comes from trekking through 
the woods, following the paths 
of small streams and cHecking 
out the plants that grow inthese 
areas. 

She is an agricultural ec- 
onomist for the United States 
Department of Agriculture Soil 
Conservation Service (SCS) . 
According to public information 
officer Larry Sandifer, she’s 
the first professional female 
employee hired by the SCS 
in: South Carolina. 

Why the female-setting pre- 
cedent? Sandifer said Sue was 
simply the most qualified. 
“When we have a vacancy we 
hire from the federal regis- 
ter and Sue was the most qu- 
alified on that register,” San- 
difer said. “She was at the 
top of the list or she wouldn’t 
have been offered the job.” 

Sue’s qualifications are 
based on her score on the 
civil service examination. An 
economics graduate of Auburn 
University, the attractive 22- 
year-old said she had plan- 
ned to work in the government 
but didn’t foresee a job with 
the SCS. “I didn’t know about 
the watershed program,” she 
said, but. now she’s right in 
the middle of it. 

A native of Elba, Ala., Sue 
Said she didn’t mind moving 
so far away from home because 
she has relatives in Charleston. 
And this state has become 
pretty familiar stomping gr- 
ound for her. “I know more 
about South Carolina now than 
I knew about Alabama after 
‘22 years there,”she laughed. 

Sue's job involves the plan- 
ning and investigation of areas 
which need watershed lakes. 
If for instance, farm land is 
being flooded by a small 
stream, Sue has to consider 
what benefits would result from 
flood reduction, what foliage 
grows in the area and how it 
would be affected and what 
areas the stream floods. 

Sandifer added that tracing 
the course of a stream means 
“walking down every inch of 
it and some of it’s pretty dog- 
gone rough.” 

Sue said her worst exper- 
ience occured during 40-degree 
weather when she wore only 
a light jacket to protect her 
from the wind and had to walk 
through some four inches of 
mud. 

But despite that Sue likes 
her work, and Sandifer, who 
once held the same position, 
Said she's doing fine work. 
Due to concern over the en- 
viornment, Sandifer said it us- 
ually takes several years to 
see a project through from 
Start to completion. “Every- 
thing must be done in comp- 
liance with the National 
Enviornmental Policies Act,” 
he pointed out 

The projects Sue works on 
range from relatively small 
areas to giant undertakings 
like the Santee River System 
Any projects larger than 
250,000 acres are turned over 
to the Army Corps of Engin- 
eers Sandifer said 

Watershed lakes, one of 
Sue's main concerns, are con- 
structed for land drainage 
Sandifer explained that flooded 
areas are drained into the lake 
and a dam is built to let the 
water out at a controlled rate 

For areas that are too low 
for a dam, Sue has to plan 


drainage ditches to prevent 
flooding. 

Sue said the hardest thing 
she had to adjust to was the 


different sizes of projects. "one 


minute we're talking about 30 
or 40 people and the next it’s 
thousands,” she said. 


Working primarily with men 
hasn't been too hard for the 
soft-spoken women’s libber.

Because of the rains, the 
meeting was moved from the 
stadium to the Andalusia High 
School Auditorium, where Co- 
op members: $ 

Elected two members tothe 
Board of Trustees; received 
feports on operations during 
the past year, and on problem 
areas affecting service to me- 
mbers; heard an informative 
presentation on energy pro- 
blems from Dail Gibbs, of Mon- 
tgomery, and received 30 at- 
tendance prizes. 

Ira Allen, New Brockton 
Rt. 1, and Charlie C. Step- 
henson, Samson, were re- 

‘elected to three-year terms 
on the Board of Trustees, re- 
presenting Districts V and 
VI, respectively. 

Gibbs, who heads the Ala. 
Rural Electric Association of 
Cpoperatives, -pointed out that 
much higher costs of coal, 
which is the fuel used in most 
electric power plants to gen- 
erate electricity, was pri- 
marily responsible for the 
sharp upward hikes in elec- 
tric rates in recent months. 

Gibbs stated that whole- 
sale power costs now make up 
some 60 to 70 per cent of the 
total operating expenses of 
most electric cooperatives, and 
that faced with this situation 
local electric systems have 

found it .impossible to keep 
power rates at former levels. 

He commended Covington 
Electric officials for their 

efforts to hold power costs to) 
the lowest levels possible, andj 
to keep the members fully in- 
formed of conditions affecting 
their service. 

John Hill, Covington Elec- 
tric General Manager, disc- 
ussed 1974 opegations of the 
Cooperative, pointing out that 
new records were set in many 
fields, including sales of over 
156 million kWh, and revenues 
in excess of $3.2 million. 

He stated, however, that 
the increase in the usage of 
electricity by Covington Elec- 
tric members in 1974, was not 
at the “normal“ rate of past 
years, and added that a sudden 
sharp increase in wholesale 
power costs during 1974 for- 
ced the Cooperative into a 
Slight operating deficit for the 
year. 

Hill reported that Coving- 
ton Electric repaid over 
$284,000 on its loans during 
1974, and that tax expenses 
reached the record level of 


- $143,000. He also detailed sy- 


stem improvement work done 
during 1974, involving an in- 
vestment of some $600,000 
which pushed the Cooperative’s 
total plant investment to over 
$10.1 million. 


According to Hill, Covin- 
gton Electric is now serving 
13,641 consumers, and operat- 
ing 1,987 miles of power lines. 

He predicted that unless 
current economic trends and 


projections are reversed, all 


sources of energy will continue 
sources of energy will continue 
to intrease incost inthe future. 
He commended Alabama Elec- 
tric Cooperative, of which Coy- 


ington Electric is a member,
